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This is a decision on the petition treated under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a)' because at least one joint 
inventor has signed the application (of the petition captioned "Request for Reconsideration of 
Petition Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) to Accept Application Where at Least One Joint Inventor Is 
Available") filed on 12 February, 2002.
